Now our tariff system was designed to alleviate both these 
_and being comparatively more numerous than ours, could not 
find masters enough at home. They therefore sent much of 
their work here; and in order to induce our masters to buy it, 
offered it much cheaper than American fabrics. Our poor had 
to choose whether they would stand still and starve, or work 
for European prices, or prohibit foreign poorfrom underselling 
them. They chose the latter. The reasons for this choice, so 
far as I have heard them, were these :— 

That the wages common in Europe would not in this country 
pay one half the expenses of clothing, fuod and shelter. a 


That if our wages should fall one half, then those in debt of the night, and the whole population of the city was so deep | 


would have to give twice as much labor or property to pay 
their debts as if no reduction of prices were to occur. 

That our country would soon be drained of nearly all its 
specie, which would have destroyed the circulation of nearly 
all our bank promises. 


I do not think that any of these apprehensions were ground- 
less. But it may be contended, on the otler hand, 

That the price of living, i. e. of the products of labor, would | 
soon have fallen so as to correspond with the wages of labor ; 
and that the price of produce always governs the price of land | 
and rents. Therefore a man might as wel work for a cent a! 
| day as for a dollar, if he could buy as mum with his cent as he 
could under the high-price system with hi; dollar. 

That it is impossible to buy a thing witlput at the same time 
selling some other thing—either property, or bits of metal, or 
| promises—and we cannot therefore prohilit others from selling 
| to us without also prohibiting them from juying of us. 
| That so soon as our scale of prices ha; become lower than 
the European, the current of specie wouldhave set back again, 
and the final blow-up of the banking systen would have occur- 
red much later than it now will. |

ted. Amore extensive, elaborate, and philosophical treatise 
on the “ American Banking System,” by Mr. Gouge, cannot 
be too attentively studied by the bone and sinew of our coun 
try.

constitutes chartered banks monopolies, and the stockholders a pri- | 
vileged class, I found that to vote against granting new charters, 
while the restraining law js in existence, would be to vote in favor 
of banking monepolies. Being constrained to give my vote, while 
the restraining law is in force, if I vote agaist all or any of the nu- | 
merous applications which are now pending before the ‘leg slature, 
the effect or tendency of that vote goes dircetiv in concert with 
the operation of what I deem to be an unjust and uncenstitutional 
restriction on the rights of the greater portion of the citizens of the 
community, inasmuch 48 it would go to confine the monopoly to the 
narrow limits to which itis now circumscribed. Hence my vote 
against all or any others would goto fovorthe existing banks mono 
polies, and be obvieusly inconsistent with my opinions in regard to 
them. j 

It may, perhaps, be said that, holding, as I do, all business mo- 
nupolies to be unjust, it would seem somewh it incons stent with 
my Opinions against bank monopolies, to vote for an increase of | 
bank charters during the existence of the restraining low, the effect 
of which constitutes them business monopolies or privileged insti 
tutions, and hence would seem to be favoring an increase of the evil 
complained of. But that such, in fact, is not the tendency nor the 
effect of such a vote, is made manifest by the consideration that a 
moncpoly is great in proportion to the smallness of the number of | 
persons to whom the exclusive privilege is confined ; and the magnitude 
of the benefits of the exclusive privilege is in a xreat measure eradua 
ted by the number of those who participate in them. As this numer 
i3 increased, those privileges and benefits are in the like ratio ciffu 
sed; and hence, to give the like privileges to the whole community 
would be but restoring to them the rights of which the restrainine 
law, and not bank charters, had deprived them, and consequently 
totally destroy banking monopolies. 

For the further illustration of my views on this subject, it may 
be well to refer to the Bank of New York, which was the first pub- 
lic banking institution established in this state. It was in pursu- 
ance of the right which was common to every individual in the 
community who possessed the means to discount notes and other 
evidences of debt, to pursne that basiness, that the bank in ques. | 
tion was organised and carried into full operation. It was estab- 
lished by a private company, and for several years operated as such. 
But it affected no person's rights or privileges, and constituted no | 
monopoly. Alter several unsuccessful applications tothe legislature 
for an act of incorporation, it was finally granted them. Yet it was | 
even then no toore of a monopoly than before. The rights and | 
privileges of others to do bauking business, with or without a char: | 
ter, was neither violated nor restrained by the act of incorporation. | 
‘The branch of the old United States’ Bank was afterwards located | 
in New York; yet no banking monopoly existed. Next came the | 
bank of the Manhattan Company ; still there existed no bank mo- | 
nopoly ; the right of every person who hod the means, to establish | 
and manage any banking or discounting institution, was as unre | 
trained as it was anterior to the incoporation of the three several | 
binks just mentioned. ‘Those who are acquainted with the history 
ofthe times to which I allude, well know that one effect of the 
establishment of the Manhattan Company was to facilitate the ope- 
ration of many causes, which were working that change in the ad. 
ministration of the siate and United States’ government, which 
rapidly eucceeded the act of incorporation of the Manhattan Bank.
